There are fewer orp hans in this country than 
several decades ago. In 19 20, a lii^ insurance com­ 
p any official rep orted recently , one child in six had 
lost at least one p arent. Today , in the same age group 
of children under 18, only one in 20 has lost one or 
both p arents. The reason is increased life exp ectancy . 
Few p arents today die before their children are 
grown. 
But there are still enough orp hans left to con­ 
stitute a p roblem, according to the Child Welfare 
League of America, whic^ has just concluded a four- 
day conference in Chicago, The best solution to that 
p roblem does not lie in institutions, no m atter how 
good, but in adop tion. It is well established that 
children generally develop better in almost any sort 
of a home than in the best of institutions. 
Every child needs p ersonal attention and p arents 
“of his own.” even if by adop tion, in order to exp and 
emotionally and socially. And he gets more of these 
sp iritual vitamins even in a home that is p retty bad 
by any objective standards. 
Of course there are excep tions. Brok en homes 
are a notorious source of all sorts of difficulties, 
including juvenile delinquency . Children who grow 
up in them are more lik ely to become p roblem adults 
and have brok en homes of their own if they marry . 
This is one of the reasons adop tion agencies are strict 
about whom they p ermit to adop t orp hans. 
They also are forced to cop e with a quirk of 
human nature—coup les who adop t a child and later 
find he isn't all they hop ed for do not tak e their 
resp onsibilities as seriously as they would if the dis­ 
ap p ointing child were of their own flesh and blood. 
So the agencies try to p rotect the p arents, the 
children and incidentally themselves from bad results. 
But may be they are overdoing it. The conference was 
told by’ its p resident that p erfectionist standards for 
adop tion should be lowered. There are many child­ 
less coup les eager to adop t a child and denied the 
p rivilege. And there are tens of thousands of orp hans 
who could have homes of their own if the bars were 
lowered slightly .

These Days

The Risks We Take 


It is imp ossible to tak e any p osition concerning China 
without tak ing a serious risk of further disturbance or 
even war. These are the p ossibilities: 
1. We have drawn a p ublicly indefinite line bey ond 
which, in effect, w'e have served notice that the Red 
Chinese may not go; 
2. They can move bey ond their interp retation of that 
line and we might then either clarify the line or recede 
to another line; 


3 . Or we ma y ho ld the line which is undo ubtedly 
clea rer in the minds o f the President a nd the Sta te 
Depa rtment tha n o f the .America n peo ple; 
4. We co uld end this situa tio n by either g iv ing 
Red China a sea t in the United Na tio ns o r by the 
reco g nitio n o f Red China by the United Sta tes o r bo th; 


5. We could withdraw from our guardianship over 
Formosa and the Pescadores; 
6. We could defend Formosa and the Pescadores by 
attack ing the p rovinces of Chek iang, Fuk ien and Kw'ang- 
tung; 
7. We might adop t the Briti.sh p lan of recognizing two 
Chinas, the Peop le’s Rep ublic on the mainland and the 
Rep ublic of Formosa. 
Each step herewith outlined involves a serious risk 
and the p ossibility of war. Behind the Chinese Communists 
are a hundred y ears of antagonism to the “White Man.” 
This p sy chological comp lication mak es the Chinese situa­ 
tion different from any Europ ean situation, even as be­ 
tween Germany and France. To the Chinese—and it m ak es 
little difference w’hich k ind of Chinese or any other Asiatic 
—the slightest victory over the “ White Man” is emotion­ 
ally so elevating that it m ay at times ap p ear juvenile. 


I reca ll tha t when Chia ng Ka i-shek ex pelled 
Micha el Bo ro din a nd a hundred o r so Russia n a dv isers 
fro m China , so me Russia ns were put in ba mbo o ca g es 
a nd ca rried fro m v illa g e to v illa g e fo r the peo ple to 
a ta re a t. It wa s a mea ning less thing to do in the fa c« 
o f his o wn v icto ry o v er the Russia ns a nd the Co m­ 
munists; y et it sa tisfied a Chinese desire to g et ev en 
with the “ White Ma n” — the Ya ng Kuei Tie, the 
“ Fo reig n Dev il.” 


Behind every act of the Chinese Reds is this Asiatic 
emotion and it is one rea.son why the Chinese Communi.sts 
at Panmunjom w'ere so arrogant. It is the reason for the 
dirty trick of withholding some of our troop s as hostages 
in violation of the truce of Panmunjom. 
The Chinese Reds tasted blood in the Korean and Indo­ 
chinese Wars. The “W’hite Man” was defeated in both 
these wars, the Americans in Korea, the French in Indo­ 
china. From the American standp oint, the Korean War 
was unfortunate but it was not a m ajor catastrop he: for 
the Chinese Communists, it was one of the greatest vic­ 
tories in the history of that country . The Chinese defeated 
the Americans: as a result of that war the greatest of 
American generals was dismissed from his p ost. It was 
not only a military victory ; it was evidence that a new 
day had dawned in Asia. 
From that day , Chou En-lai 
began to comp ete with Nehru for the leadership of the 
Asiatic p eop les. He had gained “face.” ^ 


Whether the o utsta nding pro blems between Red 
China a nd the United Sta tes ca n be settled witho ut a 
sho o ting wa r, la rg ely depends upo n histo ric a ccidents. 
Surely Ma o Tze-tung a nd Cho u En-la l a re wo rking 
themselv es into the kind o f frenzy which wa s ex hibited 
In the Bo x er Rebellio n a nd the Students Mo v ement a nd 
in the v a rio us bo y co tt mo v ements — ma ss hy steria 
, 1 
which is a respo nse to the cha lleng e o f ra cia l inferio r- 
ity . The Red Chinese seek no t ra cia l equa lity but ra cia l 
superio rity . The "Middle King do m,” the center o f the 
univ erse, will liv e a g a in. 


It is difficult for most Americans to understand the 
dep th of emotions concerning race unless they have wit­ 
nessed it themselves. They are not conscious of race and 
therefore assume that all racial p rotests against an asser­ 
tion of sup eriority are exaggerated. But in any Asiatic 
country , p articularly China, the racial question looms 
large even among those who may , for one reason or 
another, be friendly to W esterners. It is imp ossible for 
a Chinese to ack nowledge “white” sup eriority . It is im ­ 
p ossible for him not to be offended by the notion that 
W estern civilization, a comp aratively y oung manifestation 
in human culture, is sup erior to the age-old civilization of 
China. 
Our incap acity for dealing with the Red Chinese since 
19 46 has only convinced them how right they are because 
they k now what they have p ut over on us.

States leadership in the world— 
this time by ratify ing by an 85-to-l 
vote the new treaty which calls for 
the establishment of the Southeast 
Asia Treaty Organization. 
Just as thf Senate and House by 
overwhelming vote only a few day s 
ago gave a dram atic dem onstra­ 
tion of American unity and firm ­ 
ness in p assing the resolution to 
defend 
Formosa, 
so the action 
which lines up the United States 
behind the defense of Southeast 
Asia as a whole will have an im­ 
p act far greater overseas than in­ 
side this country . 
The 
new' treaty commits the 
United States to an immediate 
consultation with seven other nat­ 
ions — Australia, New Zealaiy l, 
G reat Britain, France, Thailand, 
Pak istan and the Philip p ines — 
whenever there is an attack on any 
of the Southeast Asia countries 
named. Even when there is no mili­ 
tary action by the enemy but a 
consp iracy to acquire control of 
the countries in the area by sub­ 
version, there is an obligation on 
the p art of the signers of the treaty 
to get together and determine what 
is best to do in the circum stances. 


Mo ra l Oblig a tio n Clea r 


The treaty reser\’es to each gov­ 
ernm ent that signs it the right to 
tak e action only in conformity w'ith 
its own “ constitutional p rocess.” 
which means that Congress alone 
can declare w ar or ratify step s 
tak en in an emergency amounting 
to war. 
The m oral obligation, however, 
is clear. The p lain imp lication of 
the treaty ’s p rovisions is that Com­ 
m unist 
aggression 
in 
Southeast 
Asia will be resisted. Ratification 
of the treaty is in itself another 
w’arning that the p rincip le of col­ 
lective security will be ap p lied if 
the aggressor strik es. 
The fact that the United States 
Is among the first to ratify will 
have a favorable effect on the 
other countries.

While Admiral Radford has had 
uj sk ating p erilously near the brink 
of war in the F ar E ast; and while 
Germany and France are still hag­ 
gling over coop eration for the mu­ 
tual defense of Europ e, the Pan 
American countries grabbed hold 
of an energetic y oeng war in Costa 
Rica, p ulled out its tail feathers, 
clip p ed its wings and dump ed it 
back where 
it 
belonged 
inside 
Nicaragua. 
They acted as the cop s of the 
Western Hemisp here. 
It took .some fa.st and forthright 
work to get this done. Several times 
they work ed a good p art of the 
night. Some m em bers sat the en­ 
tire night getting ready to tak e 
off on a rush, intervention airp lane 
to Central America. 
If they had 
delay ed, 
if 
they 
hadn’t been willing to m eet nights 
and Sunday s in the

of 
p eace, if they hadn't had the wise 
leadership of

Chile, the distinguished Jose Mora 
of Uruguay , the veteran Hector 
Castro of El Salvador, and many 
others, there might be bloody w-ar 
elsewhere in Latin America.

The Quak ers have been conduct­ 
ing work camp s in both Mexico and 
El Salvador, a sy stem under which 
a group of y oung men and women 
volunteer to

without p ay , eating the local beans 
and p otatoes, sleep ing in mud huts 
ar, do the natives, in order to get 
to k now the p eop le and help them 
build some p articular community 
p roject. 
Near Vera Cruz, for instance, 
the Quak er work

p ip e water into the village of Sara- 
gosa. This village had been there 
p erhap s a hundred y ears, but had 
no water sy stem. W ater had to be 
carried in earthen jars or women’s 
heads. So the Americans, digging 
ditches, swinging a p ick alongside 
Mexicans, laid a ditch and a p ip e 
from the sp ring through rock some 
distance away to the p laza of the 
village.

er air bombing.s of Taip eh and oth­ 
er centers.

W hether this assessm ent Is still 
correct, this rep orter hop es to find

President Eisenhower said today 
his decision to cut the size of the 
Army was not reached “lightly,” 
and that he doesn't see any chance 
of his changing his mind at this 
time.

strength by 143.000 men over the 
next 17 months: 
1. There is not now any intention 
of committing American ground 
forces to the defense of Formosa. 
He indicated the job on the ground 
will be left to Chiang Kai-shek's 
Nationalist Chinese arm y. 
Long-Term Defense Plan 
2. The nation’s defense is being 
charted on a long-term basis, tak­ 
ing into account economic as well 
as m ilitary factors, and a sm aller 
Army is part of this overall plan. 
Appearing b e f o r e the House 
Armed Services Committee Mon­ 
day, Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, 
Army chief of staff, testified that 
a reduction of Army manpower 
in these critical days would affect 
the safety of the nation and “jeop­ 
ardize security to a degree”. 
Eisenhower was asked how he 
felt 
about 
Ridgway’* 
statem ent 
and whether there was any pos­ 
sibility of the reduction order be­ 
ing rescinded. 
Long Study Preceded Decision 
“ My decision in the m atter w'as 
not reached lightly,” the Presi­ 
dent replied. "It was reached after 
long 
study of every opinion 
I 
could get now, in consultation with 
% 
every single individual in the gov­ 
ernm ent that I know of that bears 
any responsibility whatever about 
it. 
“ Gen. Ridgway was questioned 
in the Congress as to his personal 
conviction? and, naturally, he had 
to 
express 
them ,” 
Eisenhower 
went on. 
“ My recommendations. I repeat. 
were made from my best judgment 
of what is the adequate defense 
structure for these United States, 
particularly in the long-term basis 
and. naturally, the decision has 
not been altered, and at this tim e 
I don’t see any chance of its being 
altered.”

The Indonesian ambassador in 
London, Prof. Radon Supomo, in a 
private m eeting with Nehru, sug­ 
gested that the five Colombo pow­ 
ers m ediate in Formosa if peace 
moves by the U. N. Security Coun­ 
cil fail. The Colombo powers are 
India,

Photographer Who Took It Says Iwo Jima Flag-Raising Picture “Largely Accidental” 


N E W Y O R K , Feb. 2 OP — Ten 


years ago this month, an Associat­ 


ed Press photographer trudged up 


the bloody slope of Mr. Suribachi. 


When he came down he had one 


of the classic pictures of all time. 
the flag raising on Iwo Jim a. 
In the most detailed account vet 
told of how the photo was taken, 
Joe Rosenthal writes in the Feb. 
18 issue of Collier's, out tomorrow, 
that it was “ largely accidental.’’ 
It was the fourth day of the bit­ 
se r fight to secure the little Pacific 
Island, and he and Bill Hippie, a 
m a g a z i n e correspondent, were 
aboard an LOT heading back to 
the beach after a trip to the com-

mand ship, three miles offshore. 
There Rosenthal had sent earlier 
pictures off to Guam for transmis­ 
sion to the United States. He had 
been on Iwo since a few' hours aft­ 
er the invasion started. 


The LC T ’s boatswain told them 
he’d .just heard on the radio that a 
patrol was going up the 546-foot 
mountain with a flag. 


“ Hippie and 
I 
started toward 
Suribachir,” R o s e n t h a l writes, 
“ picking our 
way 
through 
the 
marked mines until we got to the 
command post of the 28th Regi­ 
ment. There they told us a 40-man 
detachment 
had 
already started 
off with the flag, following two pa­ 
trols that had reached the top at 
9 40 <4rn. There we also found Bob 
Campbell, who is now on the photo­ 
graphic staff of the San Francisco 
Chronicle, as am I. 


“ Bob. at the time, was a M a­ 
rine private 
and 
combat photog­ 
rapher. With him was Sgt. Bill 
Genaust, of Minneapolis, who was 
to take the fine color movie se­ 
quence of the flag raising, and who 
was killed nine days later on Hill 
362 
“ We started up th* hill, stopping 
a half dozen times to take cover 
while Marines tossed grenades and 
set off demolition charges in cave 


openings where Ja p s 
were still 
holed in. About halfway up, we 
met four Marines coming down the 
slope. One of them was S. Sgt. 
Louis Lowery, then of Pittsburgh, 
a 
photographer for 
Leatherneck, 
the Marines’ magazine, and now 
photographic director of that pub­ 
lication. 


“ Lowery and 
the 
others 
said 
that the patrol had raised a flag 
at the summit, and that he had 
photographed the flag raising. 


“ This flag had been carried off 
the 
U.S.S. 
Missoula, 
an 
attack 
transport, in the map case of the 
battalion adjutant. It was raised 
at 10:20 a.m., on a length of iron 
pipe, part of the wreckage of a 
radar station at the summit, but 
it measured only 54 by 28 inches, 
and that is why, although we did 
not know it at the time, it was to 
be replaced shortly with a larger 
flag that would be visible at the 
greater distance northward on the 
island and by our ships offshore. 


“ When we heard that the flag 
had already been raised we almost 
decided not to go on. but I made 
up my mind to shoot a picutre 
of it anyway. It was shortly be­ 
fore noon that we cam e over the 
brow of the hill and saw the flag. 
“ As I got closer, I saw a group 


of our men hauling a long iron 
pipe, 
and 
then 
I 
noticed 
still 
another Marine holding a neatly 
folded flag. 
“ ‘What are you doing?’ I asked. 
“ ‘W e're gonna put up this big­ 
ger flag,’ one of them said. ‘and 
keep the other for a souvenir.’ 
“ The larger flag, it turned out, 
had been taken off L S T 779, which 
was beached near the base of Suri­ 
bachi. 
It mqasured 8 feet by 4 
feet 8 inches. 
“ I thought of trying a shot of 
the two flags, one coming down 
and the other going up, but al­ 
though this turned out to be a 
picture 
Bob 
Campbell 
got. 
I 
couldn’t line it up. Then I decided 
to get just the one flag going up. 
and I backed off about 35 feet. 
“ Here the ground sloped down 
toward the center of the volcanic 
crater, and I found that the ground 
line was in my way. I put my 
Speed Graphic down and quickly 
piled up some stones and a Jap 
sandbag to raise me about two 
feet 'I am only 5 feet 5 inches 


tall* and I picked up the camera 
and 
climbed up on the pile. 
I 
decided on a lens setting between 
F-8 and F-ll and set the speed 
at one 400th of a second. 
“ . . . Out of the corner of my 
eye, I had seen the men start the 
flag up. I swung my camera and 
shot the scene. 
“ That is how the picture was 
taken, and when you take a pic­ 
ture like that you don't come away 
saying you got a great shot. You 
don't know, and within the next 
few minutes I made another shot 
of some of the men putting guy 
ropes on the pipe and still another 
of a group that I got together to 
wave and cheer under the flag. 
“ . . . Millions of Americans saw 
this picture five or six days be­ 
fore I did, and when I first heard 
about it I had no idea what picture 
was meant. I had just arrived al 
Guam, two days atter leaving Iwo 
and nine days after the picture was 
taken, and had walked into press 
headquarters. There a correspon­ 
dent walked up to me.

bone w?as removed from a woman’s 
hip, then scalded with steam to kill 
the 
malignancy 
and 
finally put 
back in place was reported recent­ 
ly by a Los Angeles specialist. 


The 
operation 
was 
performed 
five years 
ago. The 
woman, 
a 
housewife then 20 years old, spent 
nine months in bed. Then she was 
allowed to walk a little on crutch­ 
es. 
But 
the 
regenerating 
bone 
broke. She went back for a bone- 
grafting operation and another six 
months in bed. 


A little while later still another 
little fracture developed. A splint 
and more time in bed fixed that. 


At present, said the specialist. 
Dr. 
Vernon 
P. 
Thompson, 
the 
woman is working and apparently 
cancer-free. The hip joint had to 
be made rigid by the operations 
but she can walk slowly without a 
noticeable limp. By all indications, 
she has a long life ahead of'her. 
Dr. Thompson reported details of 
the operation, performed at the 
Los Angeles County Hospital, to 
the American Academy of Ortho­ 
pedic Surgeons. 
Dr. 
Thompson passed 
up two 
conventional ways of treating such 
cases because the woman wa* so 
young. He could have cut out the 
diseased bone and just left it out. 
in which case the patient wouldn't 
have had the leg to stand on. Or he 
could have replaced the diseased 
bone wuth metal or plastic. 
With a metal or plastic replace­ 
ment. 
Dr. 
Thompson 
said, 
the 
patient’s future might have been 
unnecessarily m a r r e d because 
there is no assurance that these t 
bone substitutes will last 40 to 50 
years, the normal life expectancy 
of the woman. 
With a new growth of bone, he 
added, she would have the maxi­ 
mum opportunity for a long. useful 
life. 


The cancer had eaten into the 
ball joint at the top of the leg 
bone. through the neck of the bone 
which slants outward and down­ 
ward at a 45-degree angle for an 
inch or more, then into the knobby 
formation 
from 
which 
it 
turns 
straight downward. A part of the 
hip socket, also was diseased. The 
piece 
removed 
was 
nearly 
6*2 
inches long. 


Steam sterilized bone has been 
used before for grafting but never 
a piece this size. 
Dr. Thompson 
said. 
The 
steaming 
killed 
the 
healthy cells in it as well as the 
cancerous cells. But lifeless bone 
makes a good framework for the 
growth of healthy new bone. 


So now the patient has a solid 
new growth of bone rigidly con­ 
necting 
the 
leg 
bone 
with 
the 
pelvis. 


Another operation in which piec­ 
es of cartilage from around the 
ribs 
are put into a 
mould and 
planted in the albumen to grow 
together and form a ball for re­ 
constructing the top of the hip bone 
was reported by Dr. John J . Flan­ 
agan of South Orange, N .J. 
Cartilage makes a gotid substi­ 
tute for bone that has lo be re­ 
moved from a joint, Dr. Flanagan 
said. The abdominal planting gives 
the pieces a blood supply which 
permits them to grow together in 
the right shape. 
After six months the mould is 
removed from the aixiomen and 
the shaped cartilage is grafted to 
the hip bone top to make a work­ 
able joint

There are fewer orphans in this country than 
several decades ago. In 1920, a life insurance com­ 
pany official reported recently, one child in six had 
lost at least one parent. Today, in the same age group 
of children under 18, only one in 20 has lost one or 
both parents. The reason is increased life expectancy. 
Few parents today die before their children are 
grown. 
But there are still enough orphans left to con­ 
stitute a problem, according to the Child Welfare 
League of America, whicji has just concluded a four- 
day conference in Chicago. The best solution to that 
problem does not lie in institutions, no matter how 
good, but in adoption. 
It is well established that 
children generally develop better in almost any sort 
of a home than in the best of institutions. 
Every child needs personal attention and parents 
“of his own,” even if by adoption, in order to expand 
emotionally and socially. And he gets more of these 
spiritual vitamins even in a home that is pretty bad 
by any objective standards. 
Of course there are exceptions. Broken homes 
are a notorious source of all sorts of difficulties, 
including juvenile delinquency. Children who grow 
up in them are more likely to become problem adults 
and have broken homes of their own if they marry. 
This is one of the reasons adoption agencies are strict 
about whom they permit to adopt orphans. 
They also are forced to cope with a quirk of 
human nature—couples who adopt a child and later 
find he isn t all they hoped for do not take their 
responsibilities as seriously as they would if the dis­ 
appointing child were of their own flesh and blood. 
So the agencies try to protect the parents, the 
children and incidentally them selves from bad results. 
But maybe they are overdoing it. The conference was 
told by its president that perfectionist standards for 
adoption should be lowered. There are many child­ 
less couples eager to adopt a child and denied the 
privilege. And there are tens of thousands of orphans 
who could have homes of their own if the bars were 
lowered slightly.

The Risks We Take 


It is impassible to take any position concerning China 
without taking a serious risk of further disturbance or 
even w ar. These are the possibilities: 
1. 
We have drawn a publicly indefinite line beyond 
which, in effect, we have served notice that the Red 
Chinese m ay not go; 
2. 
They can move beyond their interpretation of that 
line and we might then either clarify the line or recede 
to another line; 


3. 
Or we may hold the line which is undoubtedly 
clearer in the minds of the President and the State 
Department than of the American people; 
4. 
We could end this situation by cither giving 
Red China a seat In the United Nations or by the 
recognition of Red China by the United States or both; 


5. We could withdraw from our guardianship over 
Formosa and the Pescadores; 
6. 
We could defend Formosa and the Pescadores by 
attacking the provinces of Chekiang, Fukien and Kwang- 
tung; 
7. We might adopt the British plan of recognizing two 
Chinas, the People s Republic on the mainland and the 
Republic of Formosa. 
Each step herewith outlined involves a serious risk 
and the possibility of war. Behind the Chinese Communists 
are a hundred years of antagonism to the “White M an." 
This psy ch o lo g ical complication m akes the Chinese situa­ 
tion different from any European situation, even as be­ 
tween G erm any and France. To the Chinese—and it m akes 
little difference which kind of Chinese or any other Asiatic 
—the slightest victory over the “ White M an" is emotion­ 
ally so elevating that it may at tim es appear juvenile. 


I recall that when Chiang K ai-shek expelled 
Michael Borodin and a hundred or so Russian advisers 
from China, some Russians were put in bamboo cage* 
and carried from village to village for the people to 
•tare at. It was a meaningless thing to do in the face 
of his own victory over the Russians and the Com­ 
munists; yet It satisfied a Chinese desire to get even 
with the “ White Man” — the Yang Hue! Tse, the 
•‘Foreign Devil.*’ 


Behind every act of the Chinese Reds is this Asiatic 
emotion and it is one reason why the Chinese Communists 
at Panm unjom were so arrogant. It is the reason for the 
dirty trick of withholding some of our troops as hostages 
in violation of the truce of Panmunjom. 
The Chinese Reds tasted blood in the Korean and Indo­ 
chinese W ars. The “White Man** was defeated in both 
these w ars, the Americans in Korea, the French in Indo­ 
china. 
From the American standpoint, the Korean War 
was unfortunate but it was not a m ajor catastrophe; for 
the Chinese Communists, it was one of the greatest vic­ 
tories in the history of that country. The Chinese defeated 
the A m ericans; as a result of that w ar the greatest of 
American generals was dismissed from his post. It was 
not only a military victory; it was evidence that a new 
day had dawned in Asia. 
From that day, Chou En-lai 
began to compete with Nehru for the leadership of the 
Asiatic peoples. He had gained “face.” 


Whether the outstanding problems between Red 
China and the United States ran be settled without a 
shooting war, largely depends upon historic accidents, 
burely Mao Tze-tung and Chou En-lai are working 
them selves into the kind of frenzy which was exhibited 
in the Boxer Rebellion and the Students Movement and 
in the various boycott movements — mass hysteria 
which Is a response to the challenge of racial inferior­ 
ity. The Red Chinese seek not racial equality hut racial 
superiority. The “Middle Kingdom,” the center of the 
universe, will live again. 


It is difficult for most Americans to understand the 
depth of emotions concerning race unless they have wit­ 
nessed it themselves. They are not conscious of race and 
therefore assum e that all racial protests against an asser­ 
tion of superiority are exaggerated. 
But in any Asiatic 
country, particularly China, the racial question looms 
large even among those who may, for one reason or 
another, be friendly to W esterners. 
It is impossible for 
a Chinese to acknowledge “ white" superiority. It is im­ 
possible for him not to be offended by the notion that 
Western civilization, a comparatively young manifestation 
in human culture, is superior to the age-old civilization of 
China. 
Our incapacity for dealing with the Red Chinese since 
1946 has only convinced them how right they are because 
they know what they have put over on us.

Senate Gives Impetus To U. S. Leadership In World 


WASHINGTON — A g a i n 
the 
United States Senate has given a 
stimulating 
im petus 
to 
United 
States leadership in the world— 
this time by ratifying by an 85-to-l 
vote the new treaty which calls for 
the establishm ent of the Southeast 
Asia Treaty Organization. 
Just as thp Senate and House by 
overwhelming vote only a few days 
ago gave a dram atic dem onstra­ 
tion of American unity and firm ­ 
ness in passing the resolution to 
defend 
Formosa, 
so the action 
which lines up the United States 
behind the defense of Southeast 
Asia as a whole will have an im­ 
pact far greater overseas than in­ 
side this country. 
The 
new treaty commit* the 
United States to an immediate 
consultation with seven other nat­ 
ions — Australia, New Zeala^J, 
G reat Britain, France. Thailand, 
Pakistan and the Philippines — 
whenever there is an attack on any 
of the Southeast Asia countries 
named. Even when there is no mili­ 
tary action by the enemy but a 
conspiracy to acquire control of 
the countries in the area by sub­ 
version, there is an obligation on 
the part of the signers of the treaty 
to get together and determ ine what 
is best to do in the circumstances. 


Moral Obligation Clear 


The treaty reserves to each gov­ 
ernm ent that signs it the right to 
take action only in conformity with 
its own “ constitutional process,” 
which means that Congress alone 
can declare war or ratify steps 
taken in an em ergency amounting 
to war. 
The moral obligation, however, 
is clear. The plain implication of 
the treaty’s provisions is that Com­ 
munist 
aggression 
in 
Southeast 
Asia will be resisted. Ratification 
of the treaty is in itself another 
warning that the principle of col­ 
lective security will be applied if 
the aggressor strikes. 
The fact that the United States 
is among the first to ratify will 
have a favorable effect on the 
other countries. Both New Zealand

and Australia are naturally desir­ 
ous of lining up American potential

there are some academ ic persons 
now writing letters to the news­

And I would like to call attention 
to two things that 
are working 
reasonably well today in 
cither 
blocking war or making the world 
a better place to live in. 
Pan American Police 
One »f them is pure collective se­ 
curity; namely, the way the Pan 
American nations have been pull­ 
ing together in police action to pro­ 
mote peace. 
The other is the way certain re­ 
ligious and private groups have 
been working among other people 
to promote friendship. 
While Admiral Radford has had 
ui skating perilously near the brink 
of war in the F ar E ast; and while 
Germany and France are still hag­ 
gling over cooperation for the mu­ 
tual defense of Europe, the Pan 
American countries grabbed hold 
of an energetic young war in Costa 
Rica, pulled out its Uni feathers, 
clipped its wings and dumped it 
back where 
it 
belonged 
inside 
Nicaragua. 
They acted as the cops of the 
Western Hemisphere. 
It took some fast and forthright 
work to get this done. Several times 
they worked a good part of the 
night. Some m em bers sat the en­ 
tire night getting ready to take 
off on a rush, intervention airplane 
to Central A rm rica. 
If they had 
delayed, 
if 
they 
hadn’t been willing to meet nights 
and Sundays in the 
interest 
of 
peace, if they hadn’t had the wise 
leadership of 
Carlos 
Davila 
of 
Chile, the distinguished Jose Mora 
of Uruguay, the veteran Hector 
Castro of El Salvador, and many 
others, there might be bloody war 
elsewhere in Latin America. Be­ 
cause other nations were watch­ 
ing, waiUng to see what happened. 
The Pan American Union was not 
always this way. There was a time, 
20 years ago, when it was a namby- 
pamby organization that featured 
colored cockatoos in its patio and 
distributed stereopticon slides to 
women’s clubs. But it has become 
m ore powerful and more pacific, 
until today there has not been a 
real war in Latin America for 20 
years. Few other paris of the world 
have such a record. This is some­ 


thing worth bragging about This 
is real collective security. 
The Pan American Union oper­ 
ates on a high diplomatic level. 
Operating much lower, right down 
among the peasants and peens, are 
certain religious groups which are 
doing a wonderful job of winning 
friends and promoting peace. In 
Bolivia last fall I saw how the 
Catholic 
Maryknoll 
fathers, 
the 
Methodists, got out and 
worked 
with their fellow men. 
Quaker Work Camps 
And I hope I may be excused if 
I now call attention to what an­ 
other r , ’igious group, the Quakers, 
are doing in Mexico and El Salva­ 
dor. I may be prejudiced because 
I am a m em ber of that faith. 
The Quakers have been conduct­ 
ing work camps in both Mexico and 
El Salvador, a system under which 
a group of young men and women 
volunteer to 
work 
all 
summer 
without pay, eating the local beans 
and potatoes, sleeping in mud huts 
as do the natives, in order to get 
to know the people and help them 
build some particular community 
project. 
Near Vera Cruz, for instance, 
the Quaker work 
camps 
helped 
pipe water into the village of Sara- 
gosa. This village had been there 
perhaps a hundred years, but had 
no water system. Water had to be 
carried in earthen jars or women'* 
heads. So the Americans, digging 
ditches, swinging a pick alongside 
Mexicans, laid a ditch and a pipe 
from the spring through rock some 
distance away to the plaza of the 
village. 
Now for the first time in history 
water flows in the public square. 
The 20 Quakers who helped build 
this 
prim itive 
water 
system 
couldn’t quite finish it last sum ­ 
m er. So some gave up their school 
last fall and stayed in Mexico un­ 
til they Tot the job done. They were 
not paid. They even paid for their 
own food. The ir idea was that lf 
you give a little of your life it 
comes bark to you. 
This little act of friendship near 
a city where women were killed 
by American warships firing on 
the streets o* Vera Cruz in 1914 
has m aterially changed the opin­ 
ion which Mexicans have of Ameri­ 
cans.

Superficially, it m ay not seem to 
add greatly to the loud protesta­ 
tions that "Taiwan m ust bt* ours” 
which have been heard on the Pek­ 
ing Radio for the past year. 
But in reality there is a wide 
difference between a radio barrage 
with all its varied domestic and 
other motives, and a confidential 
disclosure to leading men of friend­ 
ly governments. 
Indian officials 
are reputed to have received the 
sam e disclosure as the- Burmese. 
There is further significance in 
the disclosure’s timing. 
It was 
m ade in the m idst of. indeed as an 
incident of, the elaborate Chinese 
Communist courtship of the Indians 
and Burmese. 
If Chou Enlai and 
his colleagues were just hunting for 
convenient dupes, it is rather hard 
to see why thev chose the two chief 
Asian 
governments 
which 
have 
approved Prem ier C hous "Five 
principles of coexistence.” 


Discussed Their Plan 


There are good reasons to be­ 
lieve, in fact, that the disclosure 
to the Burmese was made in the 
course of Prim e Minister U Nu's 
elaborately organized state visit to 
Peking. 
As already reported in 
this space, the great Chinese Com­ 
munist theme with U Nu was that 
China was being "encircled’* by 
American bases; that the Ameri­ 
can intention was to destroy China 
in the end; and that China would 
therefore run any ri k to destroy 
the^e hostile bases first. 
It can now be stated, however, 
that responsible Chinese Commun­ 
ist leaders went even further with 
m em bers of U Nu’* party. 
They 
pinpointed Formosa as the "Am er­ 
ican base' ’they were most determ ­ 
ined to destroy, 
They stated that 
they meant every word of their 
radio propaganda, about taking the 
big island, without qualification. 
And they even discussed the na­ 
ture of their plan. 
The Burmese officials evidently 
inquired how the Chinese leaders 
could conceivably hope to take For­ 
mosa proper, with so many miles 
of open water between the big is­ 
land and the m ainland. The reply 
was that air warnings on Formosa 
was poor; that the morale of the 
government and people was low; 
and that Formosa would be soften­ 
ed up for the final attack by pow­ 
er air bombings of Taipeh and oth­ 
er centers. 


First Assessment Correct 
Whether this assessm ent is still 
correct, this reporter hopes to find 
out on the spot in a few days. It 
was cetyagply correct last year. 
The Chinese might have added, 
and perhaps did add, that against 
land based IL 28 jet bombers and 
bomb carrying MIG 15’s, our air­ 
craft carriers in the narrow waters 
of the Form osa Strait would have 
a very hard tirru indeed. 
There is no hard information as 
to whether this latter point was 
made. In any case, the Chinese 
convinced the Burmese they meant 
business and were willing to risk 
American reprisals. In Rangoon, 
in fact, a quiet warning of bad 
trouble to come in China was re­ 
cently given to a friendly neutral 
diplomat leaving for Peking on an 
entirely peaceful 
end 
irrelevant 
mission. 
Having spent the last two months 
studying the Communist danger In 
Southern Asia, this reporter can 
make no attempt, to evaluate the 
danger to Formosa. It is simply 
worth noting that the Chinese lead­ 
ers declared their warlike inten­ 
tions with such positiveness and In 
such detail to the Burmese whom 
they are courting. 
One Important Result 
They may have been seeking to 
frighten the extremely stoutheart­ 
ed and astute Burma government, 
for they have reason to fear that 
the Burm ese will abandon what 
m ay be called the Nehru position 
if Communist pressure rn South 
Asia goes much further. Or the 
Chinese may simply have been un­ 
burdening themselves of their real 
plans. 
If a complete shot in the dark 
15 permissible, these Chinese warn­ 
ings to the Asian neutrals, m ere 
bluster though they may be, have 
probably produced one very im­ 
portant result already. 
For 
the 
news has surely been pissed on 
to Washington, through London or 
by 
some other route. And such 
news would oe just the kind of 
secret lever that could shift th* 
President from his firm former 
position, and lead him to the new 
decision to include Quemoy and 
the Matsu islands rn the Formosa 
defense perim eter. 
The general confidence that the 
Chinese do not m ean business about 
Formosa proper has been squarely 
based on the sam e habit of thought 
that was the real explanation of 
Pearl Harbor — the habit of think­ 
ing out what the other fellow will 
do on the basis of what you would 
do if you were the other fellow. 
The news here given, whether It 
m eans anything or not, would be 
likely to raise a ques*ion m ark 
among those thinking along the** 
lines in Washington. And the nat­ 
ural result would be a bolder and 
tougher policy.

A program against this “ alter­ 
nate host” disease has been con­ 
ducted in the two Western M ary­ 
land counties for about 20 years. 
The spores of this disease #orm 
on gooseberry and currant bushes, 
then infest nearby white pine trees, 
eventually killing them. Johnson 
explained that the disease is not 
transferred from one tree to an­ 
other, but from the bush to the 
tree. 
In eradication efforts, forestry 
experts attempt to cut down all of 
the clumps of gooseberry and cur­ 
rant bushes within 900 feet of a 
stand of white pine trees. The dis­ 
trict forester explained that the 
early spring is one of the best 
times to get rid of the harmful 
bushes because they leaf early and 
their green leaves stand out against 
the leafless trees and bushes. They 
probably will be cut down early in 
April. 
The program discussed this week 
concerns control measures on state- 
owned lands. Private land owners 
are advised to contact representar 
tives of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture who will work out a 
cooperative agreement.
